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TRIAL OF JOHN K. MURRELL FOR 
BRIBERY IS SET FOR MARCH 10 


Defendant's Physician Testified That Former Delegate Is 
Ill With Pleuro-Paeumonia and Will Be Confined 
to His Bed Twe Weeks. 


After receiving 9500 testimony as to the 
gtate of health of John K. Murell, in 
criminal court room No. 9, Monday, Judge 
Douglas continued the trial of Murrell on 
the charge of bribery to March 10. 

Murrel’s trial was to have begun Mon- 
day morning at ½ o'clock, but bis physi- 
clan, Dr. Otto F. Sutter, sent a certificate 
to the effect that the defendant was too 
ill to. appear. 

Circuit Attorney Folk was unwilling to 
accept this as conclusive evidence of the 
defendant's inability. He demanded oral 
testimony to support the certificate. 

Accordingly, Dr. Sutter was summoned 
and sworn as a tnes. He testified that 
Mr. Murrell is suffering from plero-pneu- 
monia and that he will not be able to leave 
his bed within two weeks. 

Circuit Attorney Folk insisted that the 
date of the continued trial be set as early 
as it may be possible for the defendant to 
appear, but Attorney Thomas B. Harvey, 
counsel for the defendant, objected. he 
argued that more time should be given the 
patient to fully recover. His argument 
prevailed. 


Judge Douglass announced that he would

At an inquisition taken at the cor- 
oner's office, Feb. 17, 1902, before 
Frank Boogher, M. D., deputy cor- 
oner, upon the body of William Led- 
ger, then and there lying dead, and 
upon full investigation of the facts 
in the case and hearing the evidence, 
we find that the deceased came to his 
death on the 14th day of February, 
1902, at about 9 o’cleck p. m., at the 
corner of Etzel and Good fellow ave- 
nues, of gunshot wound of the brain;

bullet fired from a _ pistol in the 
hands of Fretwell Shock, about 9 p. 
m., at the corner of Bartmer and 
Goodfellow avenues. 

The jury was composed of Leon 
Davidson, Church Guthrey, Thomas 
Tiernan, Joseph W. Carleton, George 
C. Heilig and John Rinehart. 
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Fretwell Shock, aged 10 years, sin of 
Floyd Shock of 5887 Etzel avenue, was held 
respoasible Sy a coroner’s jury Monday for 
the death of 16-year-old William Ledger, 
who was shot and instantly kiliel abont 9 
o'clock on ‘he night of Feb. 14 at Gocdfel- 
low and Bartmer avenues. 

The boy received the verdict ar- 
parent .aimness. Fe was taken the 
Four Courts. Before leaving the coroner's 
room lre was met by his mother and two 
sisters, who kissed him affectionately. 

Ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, wn» has been 
retained to defend the voutht en prisoner, 
said to the Post-Dispatch that he wold at 
once apply for bail to Judge Willis Clark 
of the “ourt of Criminal Corection. 

The testomony was brief, but a trifle con- 
flicting.

The tragedy which followed the meeting 
of the two youthful factions and the cir- 
cumstances connected therewith were relat- 
ed as evidence before Deputy Coroner Boo- 
gher. 


LEDGER ENOCKED DOWN. 


Lee Brady of 5816 Julian avenue was the 
first witness examined. He did not see 
the shooting. He saw, he says, Willie 
Ledger knocked down by another boy and 
kicked. 

He has been acquainted with young 
Shock, who is known among his compan- 
ions as Diek.“ about a year, and during 
that time he has seen him with a revolver, 
which he understood belonged to Willie's 
father. 

1 do not think,” he added, 
intended to shoot Ledger.“ 

Beverly Johnson of 5863 Plymouth avenue 
was the next witness called. He is also 
identified with the Cabanne crowd. 

He stated that the Cabanne and De 
Hodiamont boys had been on bad terms 
and this feeling was shown when they met 
on Feb. i4.

She is faster and more easily handled 
than any other ship in the American navy. 


THE NEW’ BATTLESHIP ILLINOIS. 


This was demonstrated on her last trial 
trip from Newport News to New York, 
which was finished yesterday. 

Her speed, under natural draft, was about 
15.7 knots an hour, half a knot better than 
the Kearsurge or any other vessel in the 
navy can do. The official figures are not 
ready vet, but it is known that the test 
showed 102 revolutions a minute, as against 
os for the Kearsarge. To make this speed 
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under natural draught the ship consumed 
150 tons of coal a day. 

Under forced draught the Illinois is known 
to have beaten’ record time for American 
warships, but the figures cannot be made 
public until the official report of the trial 
run has been considered.

INSURANCE POLICY 


Ap pellate Court Denies Claim 
of E. S. Kelly’s Widow. 


IOWA DECISION OVERRULED 


RULING WILL DIMOU RAR mus. 


“-DESTRUCT-ON BY: INSURED. 


Clause Designed to vievent Persons 
From Taking Policies in Contem- 
plation of Suicide Upheld. 


A decision was rendered Monday morning 
by Judges Caldwell, Thayer and Sanborn 
of the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
| Deals, releasing the Mutual Life Insurance 
| Company of New York from the obligation 
of. paying $7500 to the widow of Hdward 8. 
Kelly, one of its policy holders, who com- 
mitted suicide in Colfax, Io., on Feb. 21, 
1895 


The decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Towa was reversed ‘by the St. 
Louls court. The Iowa tribunal had decided 
that the company was obliged to pay Mrs. 
Kelly the amount of the policy regardless 
of clauses in the contract guaranteeing that 
the holder of the policy would not take his 
own life within two years of its issuance. 

It was held by the Iowa court that the 
agreement to which Kelly had entered with 
the company was one impossible of fulfill- 
ment and that an irresistible impulse, for 
which he was not responsible, caused him 
to take his life. 

It was agreed by both parties to the 
suit that Kelly lad taken his life while 
insane. The contract stipulated that he 
should not die by his own act, whether 
sane or insane, until two years after tho 
issuance of the policy. Neither policy was 
two years old; though two ‘annual pay- 
ments had been made on both ~~

Thinks the United States Should Make 
Public Declaration That We Intend 
to Hold Possession of the Is- 
lands Indefinitely. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Gov. Taft, in 
his testimony before the Senate committee 
on the Philippines today, stated more suc- 
cinctly than he has heretofore done his 
theory—which is, he said, also the theory 
of the Philippine commission—as to what 
Congress should do in the way of. supply- 
ing the Philippine people with a form of 
government. 
His plan is first to give the pecple a 
qualified suffrage with a gradual growth in 
popular government, which should be en- 
larged through education in the English 
language and in American institutions. 
Second, to institute within a reasonably 
short time a local legislature to consist of 
two bodies, one to be chosen by vote and 
the other to be appointive. 
Third, to permit the islands to send two 
or three representatives to Washington. 
In reply to questions Gov. Taft said he 
agreed with Gen. Funston that the estab- 
lishment of a popular assemblage would 
give oppértunity to demagogues to stir up 
the people, but that he did not include in 
this designation all persons who are op- 
posed to American control.

ST. LOUIS WAS 138 LAST FRIDAY 


BUT LIGUISTE 


Made a Mistake In Naming 
the Village Thinking 
Louisiana Was Still 
French Territory 


Governed by 
Louis XV. 


The 138th anniversary of the founding of 
the City of St. Louis occurred last Fri- 
day. 

Many incidents of the-founding- are known 
to the people of St. Louis, but little, indeed; 
is known of the intrepid Pierre Lacledc 
Liguiste, who, with the assistance of 
Auguste Chouteau, a mere stripling of 13, 
cut the first tree to mark the spot upon 
which now rests the city of which we are 
all so proud. 

Historical writers can only say of La- 
clede that he was a native of France, bold 
and aggressive, and was the junior member 
of a New Orleans trading house. He re- 
sided in St. Louis only 14 years after the 
founding. After his death, which occurred 
in 1778, all of his documents passed into 
the hands of Augus® 4“outeau, whose 
youth prevented him securing any informa- 
tion concerning his employer’s early life. 

Pierre Laclede Linguiste, founder of St. 
Louis, youngest member of the firm of 
Maxent, Laclede & Co. of New Orleans, 
nearly two centuries and a quarter after 
the brilliant but ill-fated expedition of De 
Soto, left New Orleans in August, 1763, in 
search of a new trading post for his firm, 
in what was then Upper Louisiana. 

His boats were i! adapted to encouter 
the impetuous currents of the Mississippi 
river, but after weary toil he reached Ste. 
Genevieve, then the anly large French set- 
tlement on the west side of the river. After 
taking a rest for three months he reached 
Fort de Chartres. Leaving most o: the 
large stock of fur and other merchandise 
at the fort, he ascended the Mississippi 
with a few-companions to the mouth of the 
Missouri river. He inspected many favor- 
able spots for the proposed trading post, 
but on his return chose the spot on Walen 
St. Louis now stands. ö 

LACLEDE FORBSAW ST. LOUIS. 

Laclede expressed delight with the place 
in a prediction whose fulfillment has ren- 
dered it historic. On his return to Fort 


de Chartres he assured his commandant 
that he “had found a situation where he 
intended to estabush a setdlement wh..h 

t become hereafter one of the finest 


1 migh 
cities of America. 


Auguste Chouieau, then a lad of 13, had 
accqmpanied Laciede on the voyage. In 
the events that attended the found ng of Bt. 
Louls his name occupies a place of n.stor.c 
prominence. 

Before leaving the site on his return trip 
to New Orleans, Laclede marked ih. trees 
for future indetificatuwn of the lica.ity and 
informd young Chouteau that as scon as 
the Mississippi river was free of ice h» 
must return to the spot, fell the forest and 

cabins for his men. 

eb. 14, 1764, Chouteau’s men began 
their humble labors, which subsequent 
events have. rendered memorable. They 
built a toolshed and a few log huts. Phese 
first buildings, the rude beginning of a 
metropolitan greatness, were erected on 
the block where the Barnum Hotel now 


stands. 
NAME CHOSEN BY MISTAKE. 
Under the illusion that the vast domain 
lying west of the Mississippi River was still 
French possessions, Laciede named the 
newly founded post in honor of Louis XV, 


the reigning sovereign of France.

Gradually the village of St. Louis was 
augmented by new settlements on either 
side of the river.

High, salubrious 
and central, the situation possessed the 
twofold excellence of fitness for beautiful 
residence and matchless facilities for com- 
mercial attractions. 

As the years rolled on the hand of man 
reshaped the appointments of Nature and 
the little ane post grew into a village, 
and from a village it grew into a town; 
then, abreast with the march of civilization 
and commerce, it expanded into a city 
whose fame is known from sea to sea and 
from land to land.

CHERBOURG, Feb. 17.—The Kron Prinz 

Wilheim, on its way to America with 

Prince Henry and his suite, steamed into 

the roadstead here at 8:40 last night, after 

a fast run from Southampton in smooth 

Seas and perfect weather. 

The big liner stopped only 20 minutes, re- 
suming at 9 o'clock what may be a record 
trip across the seas. 

Prince Henry, who enjoyed every moment 
of the pleasant run from Bremen, was in 
fine spirits over the ausp‘cious beginning 
of his voyage. Through the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent on board, he today sent his 
informnal greetings to the American peo- 
ple: 

“I am delighted over the prospect of my 
visit to the United States,“ he said. ‘‘There 


is every prospect of a most delightful voy- 
age. here fs little I can say at this early 
* a of the journey execpt that we have 
made a good start and must hope for a 
continuation of the fine weather. 

1 am pleased with the life aboard the 
Kron Prinze. Everybody is exceedingly 
kind to me and the members of my party. 
and I am pleased to learn that our visit 
to Amerca promises to be such an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant one. 

“We all feel that we shall have a good 
time. I am blad to meet the Americans in 
their own country, for I have always 
cherished the highest regard for them.” 

Ths ship had not been under way 24 
hours, before Prince Henry had made 
friends with every one on board. He mingled 
with the passengers not as a prince, but 
a feliow-passenger, and took the livifest in- 
terest in every incident of the journ . 

He dines in the saloon, drinks coffee and 
cognac, smokes cigarettes, strolls the deck. 
mingling with the other passengers, tells

PRINCE LIKES CAPT. RICHTER. 

_ The prince and captain, A. Richter, the 
ship's commander, have already become 
chums. This is Capt. Richter's first trip on 
the Kronprinz, although for 20 years he has 
been in the service of the North German 
Lloyd line. 

It was a few minutes before 4 vesterday 
afternoon when the big ship cast off at 
Bremerhaven and began its journey. Prince 
Henry stood on the forward bridge, just 
underneath the upper bridge, on which 
Capt. Richter and the ship’s pilot were sta- 
tioned.

Vim, vivacity, verve, valor, versatility, 
and a variety of other qualities were dis- 
played by Vassili Vassillitch Verestchagin, 
the Russian painter of war views, who ven- 
tured to visit the St. Louis Artists’ Guid 
meeting in the studio of Sculptor Robert | 
P. Bringhurst Saturday night. 


There is no vaccillation about Verest- 
chagin. He veers neither to the right nor 
to the left; he is no vane, but is steadfast 
in all his views, which are not at all vision- 
ary. 

Vanity, that vile characteristic of various 
artists, has no place in Verestchagin s 
vast vision. 

Saturday night Verestchagin vented the 
following vigorous views on the virtues of 
the painter's art, in „ his versatility 
by telling a story before the gufld: 

I believe in an idea being behind a picture. 
The reflection of a rock or tree, shimmer- 
ing in water, is very pretty, but does it 
mean anything? There now, say, is a boat 
upon the water. Somebody will say, ‘See 
the reflection of the boat! Is it not beautt- 
ful?’ And there is a rope hanging down 
from the bow. Somebody will say, ‘The 
rope—is it not very beautiful?’ I do not 
believe in that sort of thing.“ 


Does Not Fancy 
Cows and Cornfields. 

Verestchagin made ft very plain that he 
had no sympathy with the painter whose 
stock-in-trde is merely cows and cornfields. 
He wants action, not indolence; mcvement, 
not masonry; men, not mere mammals. 


Verestchagin cares more for battlefields 
than for cornflelds.
